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From the President... 
A PROGRESS REPORT 


“Make no little plans, 
They have no magic to stir men’s blood.” 

The year 1956-57 has been busy and 
challenging. 

Your president wishes to pay tribute to 
the fine group of officers and to those of 
you who have worked faithfully and dili- 
gently toward the accomplishment of the 
goals and projects approved by Council, 
which are now nearing completion: 

1. ALABAMA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
LITERARY AWARD. 

A five-member committee with Fant 
Thornly as Chairman, has done a splendid 
work setting up criteria and reviewing the 
books published by Alabama authors dur- 
ing the past three calendar years. 

Purpose of the award is to encourage and 
promote the publication of books of literary 
or historical excellence by authors residing 
within the state. 

The award will become an annual event 
with presentation ceremonies to be a high- 
light of the association banquet. 

2. REVISE ASSOCIATION HAND- 
BOOK AND CONFERENCE MANUAL. 

A policy manual listing the organization, 
function and duties of officers and standing 
committees has been compiled under the 
efficient direction of Sybil Baird, Chairman. 

One hundred copies of this 35-page work 
are being reproduced for distribution to of- 
ficers and committee members. 

3. ACCREDITED LIBRARY SCHOOL 
AT UNIVERSITY OF ALABAMA. 

Following general discussion at the Jan- 
uary Council meeting, Dr. Jerrold Orne, 
Chairman of Planning Committee, drafted 
a statement to officials at the University 
of Alabama, recommending that an accred- 
ited library school be established, when 
adequate funds are available. 

In the letter of recommendation, Dr. 
Orne paid tribute to the splendid training 
being given Alabama librarians by Mrs. 
Pauline Foster, Head of Library Science 
Department. 


4. LEGISLATIVE AND PLANNING 
COMMITTEES COMBINED FOR ONE 
YEAR. 

In order to complete the compilation of 
legislation relating to libraries, Council ap- 
proved this request. 

5. COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO 
STUDY THE NEED FOR THE CERTIFI- 
CATION OF LIBRARY PERSONNEL. 

A sub-committee of Planning was charged 
with the responsibility of examining exist- 
ing laws in other states regarding Certifica- 
tion of Library Personnel by a state agency. 

6. LIBRARY ACHIEVEMENT AWARD. 

This award is to be presented to a libra- 
rian for distinguished service to the associa- 
tion or for a contribution to the profession 
over a period of years. Miss Margaret 
Miller, Chairman, Public Relations Commit- 
tee, will be responsible for heading the panel 
of judges for this highly selective award. 

7. SCHOLARSHIP RULES REVISED. 

The scholarship rules have been revised 
under the capable direction of Margaret 
Hughes, Chairman. 

A special appeal for funds has gone to the 
membership, with more than $2,000.00 out 
on loans to worthy students. 

This has been a great year for library 
service in Alabama. The passage of the 
Library Services Act with its allocation of 
federal funds for improvement of library 
service in rural areas is slated to bring a 
million dollars in federal funds during the 
next five years, provided the original 
$7,500,000.00 is approved by the Bureau 
of the Budget. 

As your president I have attended the 
Miami Beach conference of the American 
Library Association, the Southeastern Li- 
brary Association in Roanoke, and the Mid- 
winter meeting of the ALA in Chicago. 

Other activities include attending on No- 
vember 9-10, the two-day dedication of the 
new two million dollar library and library 
school quarters at Florida State University.

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FEDERAL GOVERNMENT HONORS 
THREE ALABAMA LIBRARIANS 


MISS EVELYN MULLEN 


There were quite a few of us in Alabama 
who didn’t have a chance to say a personal 
good-bye to Evelyn Day Mullen, our Di- 
rector of the Alabama Public Library Ser- 
vice Division, when she left us recently. 
We are proud and pleased that she has 
become one of the three new Public Library 
Consultants for the Library Service Branch 
of the U.S. Office of Education, and we 
want her to know that. We'll miss her! 

It was just about this time of spring three 
years ago that Evelyn Mullen paid us her 
first visit—to look us over, so to speak. 
The weatherman did very well by us that 
day. Montgomery was never more beauti- 
ful. Like an anxious suitor putting his best 
foot forward, we gave her the full red-carpet 
treatment all day long. By evening we 
thought we could detect a few faint glim- 
merings of interest but were not sure. La- 
dies have been known to change their 
minds _ before. 


She finally did accept us and great was 
the rejoicing. The partnership that promised 
so much worked out very well, too. Ala- 
bama got the benefit of that wide range 
of experience which Evelyn Mullen brought 
along as her professional dowry—school li- 
brarian, college librarian, Army librarian, 
county public librarian, and field worker 
for the North Carolina State Library. Ala- 
bama, in turn, gave her the experience of 
being responsible for the development of 
state-wide public library service, state 
planning, state budgeting, state administra- 
tion, something quite different in many 
ways from all the other positions she had 
held. 

We see it now, of course. Fate had 
planned it that way. Neither one of the 
partners knew three years ago that the Li- 
brary Service Act would become a reality 
in 1956 and get into high gear in 1957. 
Neither of us knew that Evelyn Mullen 
would be just the one to be tabbed for one 
of the positions as Public Library Consult- 


ant — though we probably could have 
guessed it. We may be a bit prejudiced, 
to be sure, but we can think of no one 
better qualified to advise and counsel with 
the various state agencies regarding library 
problems than Evelyn Mullen. Just look- 
ing at the record would tell us that without 
even mentioning her warm, friendly person- 
ality and all the other factors so important 
to creating the right “climate” for better 
library service. 

Evelyn Mullen says it is her “eternal 
curosity about a new job” that has given her 
all this experience. What she was actually 
doing was getting ready for service to the 
whole country. Yes, our loss is your gain, 
U.S.A.

MRS. JIMMIE M. McWHORTER 


An Outstanding and Sustained Superior 
Performance Award was awarded to Mrs. 
Jimmie M. McWhorter, Librarian, Brookley 
Air Force Base Library, Mobile, in recog- 
nition of her outstanding performance of 
duties in this Air Force Library. 

This award was given to Mrs. McWhorter 
through the Incentive Awards Program of 
the U. S. Government. This program is 
an effective means for management to 
recognize superior work of employees, en- 
courage employees to participate in effect- 
ing improvements and economies in Air 
Force and Federal Government operations, 
and to recognize employees who perform 
special acts or service in the public interest 
which have particular significance to the 
Government. 

In addition to the Outstanding and Sus- 
tained Superior Award this employee was 
also awarded a cash award of several hun- 
dred dollars. 

Mrs. McWhorter is the only librarian in 
the Air Materiel Command ever to receive 
this double award. So far as is known, 
she is the second librarian in the Air Force 
University Command, was nominated for

Library Science Scholarships 
Offered for 1957-58 

A scholarship in library science to be 
known as the Gaylord Bros. Merit Scholar- 
ship has been established through the Na- 
tional Merit Scholarship Corporation. This 
scholarship is for five years, and will be 
available to a student entering college in 
the fall of 1957. The Gaylord Bros. Scho- 
larship is the first to be established in library 
science through the National Merit Scholar- 
ship Corporation, and librarians throughout 
the country are grateful to Gaylord Bros. 
for this new impetus to the library recruit- 
ment program. 

Friends of the Library of Mobile have 
authorized a grant of $500.00 to establish a 
scholarship for a qualified person from the 
Mobile Public Library staff interested in 
the study of library science at an accredited 
library school. The recipient is to be 
recommended by the library director and 
trustees. Mr. Willard Merwin, President 
of the Friends, says the group hopes to 
establish a permanent scholarship fund as 
the organization grows. The recipient of 
this scholarship will have no obligation 
except to pursue his education so as to better 
equip himself for service to the community 
and an agreement to return to the library 
and serve on its staff for not less than a 
year after completion of his study.

Word has been received that the Ala- 
bama plan will be approved as quickly as 
possible. As soon as the basic allotment of 
$40,000 is received by the state, orders will 
be placed for two new bookmobiles, and 
demonstrations now in the planning stage, 
notably the Shelby-St. Clair Regional Li- 
brary will be activated. 

Mrs. Gretchn Schenk’s appointment as 
PLDS’s Interim Director was announced by 
Mrs. J. U. Reaves, Chairman of the Board, 
early in February. In her acceptance of 


the office, which is a repeat performance 
for Mrs. Schenk, she remarked that she 


“is Alabama’s spare-tire.’” Mrs. Schenk, 
who now makes her home in Summerdale, 
is a nationally recognized authority on 
county and regional library work, was form- 
erly Director of the State Library of Wash- 
ington and, more recently, has acted as a 
library consultant and trouble shooter 
throughout the United States. In 1954 she 


acted as Interim Director at PLSD for about 
five months until a permanent appointment 
could be made. 


FLASH! 

A check for $40,000 has just been re- 
ceived by PLSD as its first Library Services 
Act appropriation. More clerical assistants 
have already been appointed for the head- 
quarters office, and other parts of the federal 
aid program will be put into operation as 
quickly as possible. 





New Hospital Library Film 
Now Available for Loan 


Winged Bequest, a film on hospital library 
service, has been added to the professional 
film collection of the Public Library Ser- 
vice Division, and is available on free loan. 
Sponsored by the Cleveland Public Library 
and the Cleveland Foundation, this film 
shows that books may influence the lives 
of shut-ins at home, in hospitals and insti- 
tutions. It describes the public library ex- 
tension services in hospitals and institutions; 
demonstrates the use of mechanical read- 
ing devices for the handicapped; and illus- 
trates use of gifts and memorials. It is 
particularly suitable for showing to Gray 
Lady and other volunteer groups who par- 
ticipate in distributing books and magazines 
in hospitals. This 16 mm. film has a 
running time of 22 minutes and.is in color.

| The Cover... 


The Tuscaloosa County Library has 
been gathering momentum since 1921 
when the County Board of Revenue 
granted quarters and $25.00 a month 
with which the Up-To-Date Club of 
Tuscaloosa was authorized to establish 
a library. A room in the basement 
of the Court House was used for that 
purpose for five years. Gifts of books 
and voluntary service by the members 
of the sponsoring club played a large 
part in the Library’s development. 

In 1926 the library was moved to 
its present location, 819 24 Avenue, 
in the 138-year-old city that served 
as capital of the state for twenty 
years and is the home of the Univers- 
ity of Alabama. 

The next highlight in TCL’s his- 
tory was the establishment of book- 
mobile service in 1947. This was 
made possible by cooperation between 
the Civitan Club, the County Board 
of Education, and the Library. Ser- 
vice from the bookmobile is offered 
outside the city limits at 30 schools 
and 61 stations in all communities. 
The Civitan Club made possible in 
1954 a new bookmobile to replace 
the first one. 

In 1953 the Weaver Branch of this 
library was established to offer ex- 
panded service to Tuscaloosa’s Negro 
citizens. It is located in the Ben- 
jamin Barnes Branch of the YMCA 
building. 

A station of approximately 1,000 








books, located in the town of North- 
port’s Recreation Center, has proven 
the need for larger facilities there. 
From its humble beginnings the 
TCL has grown to a collection of 
nearly 40,000 volumes (one for every 
2% persons), subscriptions to 62 peri- 
odicals, and a small phonograph 
record lending collection. Circulation 
during the last year was over 300,000. 


Financial support from the County, 
the City, the County Board of Edu- 
cation, and the State amounts to 
$30,000 for the current year (approxi- 
mately 30c a person). 

With the steady growth of the col- 
lection, enlarged service, and increas- 
ing demands from the public, the 
Library is severely cramped in its 
present quarters. Mr. Hugo Fried- 
man has again proven himself one of 
Tuscaloosa’s outstanding citizens by 
giving to the County for library use 
a building that is one of the city’s 
remaining antebellum homes and 
holds a prominent place in the history 
of Tuscaloosa. 

When the building has _ been 
adapted to Library use, the staff will 
be able to offer more adequate ser- 
vice for the serious reader, the busi- 
ness man, and other groups. It will 
be better able to meet the demands 
of all ages in a growing and prosper- 
ing community.

GROUP INSURANCE AND LIBRARIANS 


Librarians have become _ increasingly 
aware of the advantages of group insurance 
plans to cover accident, sickness, death, and 
“other adversities.”

For the first time, the Alabama Library 
Association is offering a group ins irance 
scheme to its membership. This will include 
life insurance, sickness and disability pay 
and hospital insurance at a very reasonable 
rate. Any one who is a member of the Ala- 
bama Library Association and is employed 
in a library is eligible to join. For full in- 
formation write to Mrs. Jimmy McWhorter, 
Chairman of Alabama Library Association 
Insurance Committee, 15 Lee Street, Mobile, 
Alabama. 

The American Library Association has 
also recently issued notices of its Group 
Insurance Plan. This income protection in- 


surance covers accident and sickness, dis- 
memberment, and accidental death. It also 
has an optional rider for hospital and surgi- 
cal coverage. Actively employed A.L.A. 
personal members, who are under sixty 
years of age and who earn $1,000 or more 
annually and who reside or claim residence 
in the United States, its territories and 
possessions, Canada, and Mexico are eligi- 
ble to apply for coverage. 

This insurance is available to all staff 
members (not just professional librarians) 
and to library trustees who are personal 
members of the American Library Associa- 
tion, of those who become members and 
meet the age and other eligibility require- 
ments. For information write to American 
Library Association Group Insurance Plan, 
50 East Huron Street, Chicago 11. 

The American Library Association has had 
a group annuity plan for its members for 
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about twenty years. Information about this 
may be obtained by writing to the Associa- 
tion at the Chicago headquarters. 

All the above plans are carried through 
reputable insurance firms. The library as- 
sociations provide the “groups” and handle 
the collection of premiums for the insurance 
companies. It is this group sharing that 
helps secure the greater benefits at less 
cost.

\Vith vacation days almost here, elemen- 
tary school students began to shed their 
serious-minded thoughts of study and re- 
weh as they stopped by the library after 
school.’ There was a hint of fun and festivi- 
ty in the air. From the sidewalk, balloons 
could be seen hanging in the doorway, en- 
ticing the young passers-by as they billowed 
in the breeze. Inside, on the corner of the 
children’s section, was the Kraft Circus Zoo, 
crowned with book jackets, and showing 
cages of lions, bears, monkeys, and tigers. 
There were colored lights, blinking on and 
off, on and off, as the whole went spinning 
merrily around and around, and on each 
side there were books about the zoo, books

about animals, and books galore about the 
circus. 

Then in a few days school was finished, 
and a group of boys came in to work on the 
cardboard circus cut-out; soon there was a 
full grown parade led off by a majorette, 
marching the length of the table in the chil- 
dren’s section. And what preceded the ma- 
jorette? Why the book, Here Comes the 
Parade, of course! So, all are being tied to- 
gether—fun, books, creative recreation, and 
a continuing of library habits through va- 
cation days. 

This source of entertainment for the chil- 
dren came to our library through the cour- 
tesy of the Kraft Company. In exchange 
for this loan, the librarian offered to feature 
books on dairying, dairy products, cheese 
making and cheese cookery, and to use as 
give-away bookmarks, any leaflets on Kraft 
products. The project has proven to be of 
interest to both young and old. 








LOCAL LIBRARIES RECEIVE GIFTS 


The Alabama Polytechnic Institute at Au- 
burn has recently been the recipient of two 
unusual book collections. First editions of 
Ben-Hur, Ivanhoe, Adventures of Sherlock 
Holmes, Adventures of Huckleberry Finn, 
Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde and titles were 
presented by Mr. J. D. Walker, of New 
Orleans, an alumnus of 1903. Then Mr. 
A. C. (Bill) Streit, former Auburn Player 
and football official, has given his exten- 
sive sports collection to the library. It in- 
cludes books on various sports, some of 
which are first editions and others which 
are out of print, and an especially valuable 
group of publications on the Olympics. 

Two Mobile insurance organizations are 
cooperating with the Mobile Public Library 
in building a business and technical library 
suitable to the city’s growing stature in the 
industrial field. Works on all phases of 
insurance have been selected from a list 
provided by the librarian of the National 


Institute of Life Insurance. The books 
added to the collection so far have been 
primarily selected for the needs of the av- 
erage reader, and the insurance groups will 
add more technical books later. Mr. Joe 
Templeton, Librarian, reports that, “The 
books have proved so popular with the 
public that many were taken out before the 
full collection was received.” 

Through efforts of the Huntsville Histori- 
cal Society, the Culture Club of Huntsville, 
and the Huntsville Public Library, the Madi- 
son County-Huntsville Public Library has 
received a new collection of information 
about Howard Weeden and some unpub- 
lished poems of this beloved Huntsville 
author. In turning over to the library this 
collection of letters, poems, and original 
water color portraits, the donor, Miss Eliza- 
beth Price, of Nashville, said: “I am merely 


giving back what is rightfully theirs.” 
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The Florence Exchange Club, in late De- 
cember, voted to give the Florence-Lauder- 
dale County Library new phonograph 
records at two-month intervals during 1957. 
The Club has previously given the local 
library 15 records of outstanding quality. 


When the Birmingham Public Library re- 
cently received 1,256 microfilm rolls, which 
photograph all the New York Times issues 
from the first copy in September 1851 to 
the present, Library Director Fant Thornley 
called this $6,000 gift from a prominent 
local family “the most significant gift to 
the library in recent years.” The micro- 
film, which offers a first-hand account of 
the past century, has been stored in a 
specially built room of the periodical de- 
partment of the library and can be used by 
all interested persons on the department’s 
microfilm reader. 


A complete set of the Interpreter’s Bible 
has been given to the Florence-Lauderdale 
County Library as a memorial to William 
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Hope Martin, former resident of Floren 
by Mr. Martin’s children and a grandson, 
A total of 63 books has been given as n 
morials to Mr. Martin. 


On November 8 the famous painting “The 
Doctor,” by Fields, was hung with appro- 
priate ceremonies in the Geneva Public | 
brary in memory of Dr. J. W. Beask 
Geneva County’s beloved doctor and a r 
dent of that county for 51 years. 


Justice Hugo L. Black, of the U. S. Su- 
preme Court, has presented his hometown 
library in Ashland with a set of the Harvard 
Classics. 


The Alabama Room of the University of 
Alabama Library has been presented with 
the beginnings of a special collection on 
William March (William E. Campbell), well 
known Alabama writer. The material was 
presented to the library by two of M: 
Campbell’s sisters, Mrs. Patty Maxwell, of 
Atlanta, and Mrs. Marie Haley, of Tusca- 
loosa, and by Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas Mc- 
Gowin of Mobile, friends of the author.
